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SUB J : TERRORIST THREATS AGAINST LEADING OFFICIALS OF COMMERCIAL 
FIRMS 

1 . BEGIN SUMMARY: THREATENING CHRISTMAS MESSAGES HAVE BEEN 
RECEIVED BY TWO DIRECTORS OF THE BERLIN-BASED SCHERING 
PHARMACEUTICAL FIRM AND, WE NOTE, BY MESSERSCHMITT -BOELKOW - 
BLOHM IN MUNICH. THE MESSAGES APPARENTLY COME FROM THE 
REVOLUTIONARY CELLS, WITH THE BERLIN LETTERS SPECIFICALLY 
DEMANDING THAT 100 CHRISTMAS PACKAGES BE GIVEN TO NEEDY 
FAMILIES. END SUMMARY. 

2. ON DECEMBER 12 TWO MEMBERS OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF 
SCHERING AG, A LEADING MANUFACTURER OF PHARMACEUTICALS, 

FOUND HAND-DELIVERED LETTERS IN THEIR RESIDENCE MAILBOXES. 

THE LETTERS DEMANDED THAT THE DIRECTORS SELECT 

ONE HUNDRED INDIGENT BERLINERS AND SEND 

THEM CHRISTMAS PACKAGES. THERE WAS A THINLY VEILED REMINDER 
THAT DISREGARDING THE DEMANDS OR BRINGING THEM TO THE 
ATTENTION OF THE POLICE WOULD BRING ABOUT A FORCIBLE 
REACTION. BOTH LETTERS CLOSED WITH THE WORDS "REVOLUTION- 
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ARY CELLS." 

3. WHILE THE BERLIN LETTERS HAVE A SOMEWHAT TONGUE-IN- 
CHEEK TONE (AND PRANKSTER ORIGIN CANNOT BE RULED OUT), 

THE POLICE TAKE THEM SERIOUSLY AND BOTH DIRECTORS ARE 
UNDER PROTECTION. WE DO NOT KNOW FOR CERTAIN HOW THE 
DIRECTORS PLAN TO RESPOND TO THE DEMANDS, BUT ASSUME THEY 
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WILL NOT BE MET. 

4. THE AUTHORITIES HERE ARE WORRED ABOUT THE POSSIBILITY 
OF SOME FORM OF DIRECT TERRORIST ACTION DURING THE CHRIST- 
MAS SEASON. ACTION AGAINST WEALTHY REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 
ESTABLISHMENT WHO REFUSED TO GIVE TO THE POOR MIGHT BE 
CONSIDERED BY POLITICALLY-SENSITIVE TERRORISTS TO OFFER 

AN ATTRACTICE MEANS TO GAIN INITIATIVE. IT IS RECALLED 
THAT DURING EARLY 1977 THE PERSONAL AUTOMOBILES OF TWO 
WEST BERLIN JURISTS WERE FIREBOMB ED FOLLOWING THE OWERS' 
INVOLVEMENT IN PROSECUTION OF NEEDY PERSONS WHO HAD TAKEN 
ADVANTAGE OF A SIMILAR "ROBIN HOOD "-TYPE ACTION. 

5. THE PLAUSIBILITY OF SOME ACTION BEING TAKEN AGAINST 
COMMERCIAL FIRM LEADERS IS BOLSTERED BY NEWS OF A THREAT 
AGAINST MESSERSCHMITT-BOELKOW-BLOHM GMBH IN MUNICH 
CONTAINED IN THE DECEMBER 17 BKA DAILY REPORT. WE NOTE 
THAT THE MUNICH LETTER MADE NO DEMANDS BUT CLOSED WITH 
A CLEAR THREAT, "EIN BOMBIGES WEIHNACHTSFEST MIT V TF. T, 
FEUERWERK ERWARTET SIE. "GEORGE 
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
